INDIANAPOLIS SPEEDWAY 
Sirs: 
...The pictures of the sleeping 
soldiers who stayed outside all night 
waiting for the gates of the Indianap- 
clis Speedway to open (Lire, June 9) 
bring back memories of my first visit 
to the Speedway some 30-odd years 
ago. That was the year they had races 
every day for a week, with the big 
race on the last day. 

My dad, Scott Mullin, had charge of 
the garages in which the cars were 
kept. He drove me out there in our 
2-cylinder 1912 model Buick about 
6 a.m, took the key to the main gate 
out of his pocket, unlocked the pad: 
lock, opened the gate, drove the car i 
and locked up the Indianapolis Speed- 
‘way for an hour or so until the ticket- 
takers arrived. There was no lineup 
then of sleepy people who had waited 
all night for the gates to open, no 
roadside stands for miles around sell- 
ing everything from Cokes and hot 
dogs to. pennants. On those days at 
6 a.m, the Speedway was as quiet and 
peaceful as a farm and entirely wit 
out re save for one man and one 
small boy, and the only thing that 
shattered the early morning stillness 
was the noise of a 2-cylinder Bi 
driving in the dust back of the grand- 
stands. We drove across the brick 
track (there was no tunnel under the 
track then), past the Pagoda and a 
little farther infield where there were 
six or seven small frame garages where 
the racing ears were kept, My dad une 
locked the garages, and we, at least, 
were ready for the races. 

The main things I remember of 
that week were the yellow Marmon 
‘Wasp whizzing around the track, the 
soldier walking on top of the wall on 
the south curve, a car throwing a tire 
which jumped the wall not more than 
foot or so from him. 

But one of my main memories was 
when on one lap Barney Oldfield lost 
the top of his oil pump, which fell to 
the bricks near me. I dashed out and 
grabbed it up and scuttled back with 
my idea of a real treasure. Years later, 
when I was talking to Oldfield one 
day, I mentioned it to him. He remem- 
bered it too—my souvenir had laid 
him up in the pit for a while and lost 
him precious time. 

No, the races aren’t much like they 
were that first year. I have seen many 
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of them since—from the paddocks, 
the field and the stands—but they are 
a far ery from those days

BARUCH SWEEPS THE FIELD 


The nation’s elder statesman has been getting awards all season long 


‘The season’s sweepstakes winner in degrees, cita- 
tions and awards is Bernard Baruch. Graduation 
time, in which he has received four degrees and is 
soon to receive a fifth, was merely the climax to a 
series of presentations of various kinds that he has 
received throughout this spring. The citations on 
this page constitute, in a way, the nation’s tribute 
to its elder statesman for his accomplishments dur- 
ing his 30 years of public service. 

Baruch has received 20 of these awards so far this 
year. Some of them had to be mailed or delivered to 
his New York home, but he has usually been able to 
attend the formal presentations. Last week he went 
down to Princeton Univer:

EDITORIAL 


THE OLD FOLKS 


MORE THAN HALF NEED EDUCATION, JOBS AND THE APPLICATION OF THE FIFTH COMMANDMENT 


The Townsendites are at it again. About 
7,000 of their estimated 5 million members are 
thering in Washington this week for their 
frst postwar convention. They still want the 
overnment to pay a monthly pension to every- 
Body over 60 and they have about 75 congress- 
men on their side. These manifestations, evok- 
ing recollections of technocracy, the CCC and 
strains of Happy Days Are Here Again, will 
seem like old stuff to most readers. From the 
broader vantage point of social history, how- 
ever, they areiirand new. 

Until our own generation there was never in 
the course of civilization a real old-folks prob- 
Jem, for the simple reason that there were never 
before very many old folks. That's all changed 
now. In 1850 men and women of 65 and over 
made up only 3% of our population. Today 
they comprise 7% and number 10 million, In 
1980 their proportion will be more than 11% 
and their number will be 19 million, The plain, 
hard, new fact is that science has presented us 
with a strange package that comes in a wrinkled 
cover and contains another 20 years of life. 
Not just the Townsendites but all of us have 
got to find out what to do with it. 


Try Orlando? 


The solution to the modern problem of old 

¢ will not be found in the gentle philosophy 
of Confucius nor in the classic exhortations of 
Cicero, because we are no longer a patriarchal 
or even a rural people, The rocking chair on 
the farmhouse porch, where Grandpa could 
drowse away his honored last years with satis- 
faction to all, is vanishing. But Grandpa is not. 
The result is that at a time when there were 
never so many old people, there never were so 
few of them living with their families. This 
fundamental demographic displacement is not 
good for anybody. For our society's sake a hap- 
pier accommodation must be made for the 
aged in our society. Some hit-or-miss adjust- 
ments have, of course, already occurred. Not 
all of them are bad. 

One group of American oldsters, for instance, 
will be interested in a useful little book recent- 
ly published called How to Retire to Florida, by 

eorge and Jane Dusenbury. A comprehensive 
guide to the cheap real estate and shuffleboard 
grounds of Orlando, Tampa, Kissimmee et al., 
it is also a pretty fair Baedecker for a certain 
kind of old age. Southern California must get 
one of its own right away. The Dusenburys sug- 
gest retiring as early as possible (one of their 
case histories concerns a retiree who took up 
this mode of life at 37) and in a place where a 
lot of other retired people have gone to live (so 

you won't be humiliated or fra lonesome’ 
old friends still at work). A warm climate ah, 
as Florida’s is advised because its outdoor rec- 
reations are plentiful, its sun is kind to old 
«bones, vegetables are cheap and there is no 
coal bill. The catch is that to enjoy this autum- 
nal bliss a couple must have a steady income of 
at least $150 a month. Of the 10 million aged 
Americans, including all the senescent million- 
aires, less than a million have independent in- 
comes off which they can live. 

The largest group of the American aged, four 
million, subsist on some form of organized 
handout. A few of the most fortunate enjoy 
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adequate pensions from private sources, from 
civil-service retirement allowances or veteran 
allotments. The great bulk of all the rest, how- 
ever, are somehow dragging out the last of 
their lives on the average $30-a-month pittance 
which the state and federal governments offer 
cither in the form of old-age relief or old-age 
insurance. The former is a distressing make- 
shift. The latter is a rather bad joke. Six times 
since 1937 progressive congressmen like Mike 
Monroney have tried in vain to hike up the 
premiums on federal old-age insurance from 
1% from employers and employes alike to at 
least half the present 534% apiece the railroads 
and the railway brotherhoods pay. There is no 
other basis on which this kind of mass pro- 
vision for old-age retirement is realistic. 

‘An underfinanced senescence is likely to be 
a very dreary one indeed. Unless prevailing 
conditions change very soon and very radically, 
it most likely means winding up in some kind 
of public or private poorhouse (‘“nursing home” 
is the new title, but there is still a hill in front 
of it) where supper is tea and cookies and they 
lock up the customers who wet their beds. These 
places are not all that bad. But by all public 
and private reports, the institutions where 
most of the institutionalized American old 
folks go to die are Dickensian in their squalor 
and brutality. And all such institutions have 
waiting lists. What of the aged applicants who 
can’t be admitted even to ities unhappy hav- 
ens? The head of Cleveland’s municipal home 
puts the answer this way, ‘They die alone.” 

Nobody, of course, has to wait for future 
congressional action to clean up this particular 
feature of our old-age problem. It is nothing 
Jess than the duty of each American community 
to.see that its aged are properly looked after 
and do not die alone. 


Try Working? 


But the bright and wonderful fact is that one 
third of the 10 million American men and wom- 
en over 65 are not by a damned sight either 
sick, struck-out or sorry for themselves. These 
3.5 million are still making their own living. 
And by the time their age group has become 19 
million instead of the present 10, it will no 
longer be a question of doling or cosseting 
them; our society won't be able to do without 
the sheer productive power of that proportion 
of the population. There is a science called 
gerontology, the study of old age. Its first pro- 
fessional magazine in the U.S. was founded 
only a year ago. None too soon. 

Nobody knows much about gerontology. 
Even the Bible doesn’t tell us how long a man is 
good for; Moses said 70 years; Genesis says 
120. But some old folks do produce marvelous- 
ly at advanced ages. The record books bulge 
with exalted codgers. Titian, Galileo, Lamarck, 
Newton, Bismarck, Corot, Spencer, Rossini, 
Palmerston, Voltaire, Tennyson, John Quincy 
Adams and countless others were all top-notch 
performers in their eighth and ninth decades. 
So are Whitehead, Jan Smuts and G. B. Shaw. 
Old folks can work. On a humbler plane, Dodge 
and Ford have long since proved it by main- 
taining old-age shop divisions whose able per- 
sonnel includes men in their 80s. 

‘And even more to the point, during the war 


* urban 


industry recalled many employes, often cruelly 
laid off before their production years had been 
anything like fulfilled, and in general was de- 
lighted with their low accident and absentecism 
rates, as well as just the plain strategy of at- 
tacking problems which often improves with 
age. In a manufacturing technology which puts 
a constantly higher premium on simple, waste- 
less human motion, older people should and 
undoubtedly will have a larger place. 

The science of medicine will help keep old 
folks happy too. Theirs is a new one called 
geriatrics, which includes everything from the 
mysterious ACS tissue-building shots that Stalin 
is supposed to get to prescribing proper rest 
periods. But about the most sensible as well as 
original proposal for making better use of our 
aging population comes from Dr. Martin Gum- 
pert. Dr. Gumpert recommends an educational 
program for elderly people as “an integral part 
of adult education.” Special universities would 
teach the aged “new social or technical devel- 
opments . . . mental and physical adaptation to 
a new pattern of existence” as well as new occu- 

tions. “It is utter nonsense, an allegation 
long contradicted by experience . . . to say that 
old people are incapable of learning.” As a 
reclamation project, education for old folks 
would appear to have the virtues of both good 
sense and humanity, a fairly unbeatable combi- 
nation. 


Try Home? 


So much for how. gaffers work and might 
work. Where should they live? Probably no- 
body will deny them the balmy ease of Orlan- 
do if they can get it. The poorhouse, howev- 
er, should definitely be out. A lot of the produc- 
tive aged ought to have available to them a lot 
more special dwelling units like New York's 
Tompkins Square apartments, where they are 
left alone but can get.help fast if they need 
it. And a whole lot more of them than at the 
present time do should be living with their fami- 
lies.

ures and constriction of modern 
ing unquestionably make domestic 
adaptability between age groups difficult and, 
of course, in many individual cases impossible, 
Nevertheless thousands of families can and do 
get along together, particularly in those cases 
where the old folks remember the Golden Rule 
and the young folks remember the Fifth Com- 
mandment. 

In sum, the living and working conditions of 
our new masses of the aged should be the se- 
rious concern of just about every American, 
no matter what his age group. After all, none 
of us is getting any younger.

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EVITA CAPTURES SPAIN 


Argentina’s blond first lady demonstrates at Madrid 
that talent for friendship is a handy thing to have 


On June 9 a half-million people crowded into Madrid’s great Plaza de Oriente 
to hail a blond beauty. She was Eva (Evita) Duarte de Perén, the wife of Argen- 
tina’s President Juan Perén. Evita (Little Eva) had flown the Atlantic “to exte: 
arainbow between the two countries” of Argentina and Spain. Dictator Franc 
co Franco saw to it that she got a proper welcome. Booming guns signaled her 
arrival, all Madrid bowed and scraped, and Franco personally awarded her th 
Grand Cross of Isabella the Catholic. From a sun-drenched balcony (right) Evita 
praised Franco “democracy” and then joined the generalissimo in the Falange 
salute. Later she abandoned her out-of-season fur cape to visit and embrace 
the poor. 

Backin Buenos Aires stuffy Argentine aristocrats grumbled under theirh eaths 
at Evita’s great triumph. They recalled, sotto voce, that Little Eva came from a 
family of nobodies, that she had been a radio and movie actress and that any- 

y woman’s place was in the casa. This was manifestly unfair, because Evita’s 
mission to Spain was one of friendship, and all her life she had shown a remark- 
able ability to win the right friends and through them to influence the right 
people. 

Evita was bornin 1919in alittle town called Junin, whichis 160miles from Bue- 
nos Aires. Noone kno uch about her early childhos her parents, but when 
she was only 15 she was fortunate enough to meet a well-known Argentine com- 
poser and bandleader. This friendship led to an acquaintance with General Do- 
mingo Martinez, who was the chief of Buenos Aires police under the late President 
Ramén Castillo. As a good friend of the general Evita might have come to harm 
in the revolution but for the happy fact that she also cultivated General Pedro 
Ramirez, who became the provisional revolutionary president. 

The value of these friendships was reflected in Evita’s career as a radio actress. 
When she had the right friends, she wasa star. When|she did not, she wasanextra 
at $10 a week. This uncertainty ended after Evita met Colonel Juan Domingo Pe- 
rén, except for a few days in 1945 when Perén was briefly arrested. At that time 
Jaime Yankelevich, the owner of Radio Belgrano, reportedly made the great mi 
take of shouting, “Fire Eva Duarte!” Life has been difficult for Seiior Yankele- 
vich ever sin 

After President Perén consolidated his long friendship with Evita by marriage 

the fall of 1945, she needed no other connections. Giving up a budding care 
as amoviestar, she took astrong hand in the Perén social program. She helped her 
old friendsin radio and sponsored a law that may bring equal rights to Argentine 
women. When Evita was ready to take off for Spain, 150,000 perdnistasturned out * 
to wish her well. 

Evita’s triumphant tour of Spain was still in progress and her trip 
seemed worth the estimated $4 million it would cost General Franco. But the re 
test of Seiiora Perén’s genius for friendship would come later when she

THEIR CIVILIZATION WAS THE NEW WORLD'S FINEST 


PHOTOGRAPHS FOR LIFE BY DMITRI KESSEL 


Two thousand years ago the greatest native civilization of the New World 
was born in the lush tropics midway between North and South America. It 
grew to maturity in the isolation of dim forests, unknown alike to th 
tions of Europe and Asia and to the primitive Indians of the North. 
the tribesmen of neighboring lands seldom penetrated the tangled jungles of 
the Guatemala hills and the Yucatan Peninsula where this magnificent 
ation was developing. There a people called the Maya were building beauti- 
ful temples and tall pyramids. They were carving intricate hieroglyphic in- 
scriptions on stone monuments. They were perfecting a calendar that was 
more accurate than the one we use now. The Maya were a gifted people and 
their environment was rich and generous, but the mystery of why they alone 
of all the Central American tribes were able to build a high culture is still 
unsolved. 

‘The Old Empire (pp. 54-57), first and greatest era of the Maya civiliza- 
tion, began in 317 A.D. and reached its fullest development in the Eighth 
Century, about the time when Charlemagne was uniting Western Europe. 
But at the peak of its glory the Old Empire weakened and failed. Its people 
started migrating toward the thinly populated regions of the north (map,

the New Empire was dying. Its finest buildings were abandoned. The 
h conquest only speeded the inevitable return of its towns to the wil- 
of its citizens to peasant life. 

When the Spaniards went home to Europe they carried fabulous tales of 
other American peoples, the Aztec and Inca, whose cities of gold they had 
taken. But the Maya had had little gold, and the wonder of their culture, the 
greatest of all, remained almost unknown until 50 years ago when archaeol- 
ogists began digging their ancient cities out of the jungle. 

‘Among the magnificent ruins today, in scattered villages of thatched huts, 
dwell the modern Maya. The noble and priestly classes who once governed 
them are gone, leaving only simple farmers, like the Indian above, who some- 
times stop to stare at the crumbling temples and palaces of their great ancestors.

MAYA SOCIETY 


The farming economy that made it possible 
finally brought on its decline and fall 


by SYLVANUS GRISWOLD MORLEY 


The author of this description of Maya life is an 
Associate of the Carnegie Institution of Washing- 
ton and has studied the Maya for 42 years. His 
recently published book, The Ancient Maya, was 
used as the basis for Lire’s photographic essay. 


The crumbling ruins now lost in the Central 
American jungle were once magnificent cities 
like the one above. These cities and the whole 
brilliant civilization that raised them rested on 
one simple agricultural staple: corn. 

‘The Maya happened to be the best farmers of 
their time and region. When they had learned 
how to cultivate corn, they discovered that they 
could settle down in one place. Instead of roam- 
ing across the countryside in search of food they 
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simply burned off a patch of the jungle, planted 
corn in the rich forest soil and let it grow. As 
their farms prospered they built towns and tem- 
ples, and the gifted members of the tribes found 
time to develop such attributes of civilization as 
art, written records, a complex religion and a 
class society. 

At the base of the Maya social structure were 
the growers of corn themselves, the plain citi- 
zens, the hewers of wood and drawers of water, 
whose labors fed the rest of the community and 
whose sweat and toil reared the great cities of 
cut stone. Working in groups, they did the hunt- 
ing and fishing and cut the wood for the kilns 
where limestone was burned to make mortar.

They studied the stars, predict- 
ed eclipses, made accurate forecasts of the risings 
and settings of the Morning and Evening Stars. 
‘They made prophecies. But most important, they 
superintended—and determined—the religious 
sacrifices of foods, cotton cloth, birds and ani- 
mals. On special occasions they presided over 
sacrifices of human victims. Since religion was 
the biggest single element in ancient Maya life 
and culture, the members of the priesthood ful- 
filled an important function. 

The remaining third of the farmer’s produce 
went to the nobility. The members of the priest- 
hood were drawn from the noble class. So were 
the holders of offices in the Maya government. 
This nobles’ class, called the almehenoob (“those 
who have fathers and mothers”), was careful of 
its pure lineage and kept genealogical records to 
prove it. 

Out of the almehenoob class came the supreme 
ruler of them all, the hereditary chief called the 
halach uinic, the “true man.” He combined ex-

1 acropolis covered with pyramids and temples 
(right) and surrounded by plazas. Within a radius of 
7 miles from this center were 16 smaller groups of 


ecutive, legislative and judicial functions. He 
not only made the laws and interpreted them, 
but he also saw to it that they were enforced. 
With the aid of a council of state he made his 
own foreign policy. He also led his army to war. 

The religion of the Maya, like their social hi- 
erarchy, was rooted in the agricultural economy. 
It was a polytheistic religion, with some 12 ma- 
jor gods, most of them agricultural. For these 
gods the early Maya built most of their beautiful 
stone temples. As their knowledge of astronomy 
increased, they created more specialized gods of 
time and heavenly bodies and built other temples 
to honor them. It was a religion based on the 
concept of a never-ending struggle between the 
powers of good and evil for the soul of man. The 
‘Maya heaven was a comfortable place of warmth 
and lassitude where there was plenty to eat and 
nobody had to plant or harvest corn. The Maya 
hell was forbiddingly cold. 

The Maya scholars had time to turn their 
thoughts to science and they used their time well. 
After many centuries of searching for a measure- 
ment of the true length of the solar year and the 
exact period of the lunar revolution (both sign- 
posts in any farmer’s year) they finally perfected 
their calendar, more accurate than our own. It 
stands as one of history’s greatest intellectual 
achievements. The Maya were the first people in 
the world to devise numeration by position, i.e.; 


buildings which depended upon it and were part of 
the same community. Imposing stone structures such 
as these served as the seat of government and reli- 
gion, probably also housed members of the noble and 


asystem of putting figures together as we put nu- 
merals 1 and 0 together to make 10. (They put 
their figures one above the other instead of side 
by side as we do.) To record the results of their 


scientific observations for themselves and, as it 
happened, for posterity, they invented a unique 
hieroglyphic writing, the only original graphic 
system to be developed in the new world. 

It was a brilliant civilization, and it lasted 


priestly classes, Residences of the great mass of the 
people, however, were palm-thatched huts made of 
poles and mud (right foreground), built on low mounds 
ofearthand scattered through thesurrounding forests. 


through 1,100 years and two great empires. Yet 
for all its brilliance, the Maya civilization was 
unable to cope with the forces that brought it 
into decline and, finally, into collapse. 

What were they? Such causes as intellectual 
exhaustion, climatic changes, disease, civil war 
and foreign conquest have been suggested. But 
the most probable cause is none of these. It was a 
more compelling one and, in a way, a more iron- 
ically fitting one. The Maya agricultural system 
broke down. The agricultural system, which was 
the basis of Maya society, of its wealth and its 
great culture, depended upon burning jungle 
growth away, clearing the moist, fertile land that 
was such good corn-growing soil. But over the 
years the burned-off jungle acres became grassy 
plains and the available jungle retreated farther 
and farther away. With all their genius for sculp- 
ture and science, the Maya had developed no 
plows, no agricultural tools at all except a point- 
ed stick. This simple tool, excellent for planting 
corn in the loose forest soil, was useless for dig- 
ging up the stubborn roots of grass in the vast, 
man-made savannas. So the harsh, choking grass-" 
lands took over the area, and the corn crops— 
and with them the Maya agricultural economy 
—languished and died. 

‘Then, in less time than the Maya had taken to 
burn it down, the jungle crept back around the 
cities as the great temples slowly fell in ruins.

It began when the Mayo learned to build and corve in stone 


Early in the Fourth Century A.D. the Maya, 
apparently concerned about the impermanence 
of their wooden structures, began to build and 
carve in stone, and with this important change 
the Old Empire began. The new medium had 
great possibilities, even for people who had no 
metal tools, Gleaming towns of stone and mor- 
tar were built, first in the central region, then 


all over the Maya area. Splendid stone “peri- 
od markers” (pp. 56-57) were set up regularly 
at all the large centers to record important 
dates. Painting, weaving, ceramic and feath- 
er-working techniques were perfected. By the 
Eighth Century the Old Empire, widespread and 
well established, had entered its Great Period. 
Sculpture and architecture were at their best. 


Science, religion and the social order were 
highly developed. 

‘This was the Maya Golden Age, the climax of 
a long period of preparation. But it was also a 
turning point: during the next 200 years, con- 
struction ceased and the population dwindled. 
‘The Old Empire was finished. Far to the north, 
in Yucatan, the New Empire was beginning.

This Old Blue apostolic succession, this laying-on of 
hands is a splendid thing for God and for Country as well as for Yale. 
The world knows what a remarkable job you did during the war as 
ant Secretary of War for Air, fighting for the big bomber program that 
eventually crushed the Axis. You had a firm directive from Commander 
in Chief Roosevelt—‘50,000 planes a year” —and the rubble of the Ger- 
man cities is testimony to the fact that the down-the-line work which 
you supervised was done with firmness and dispatch. Aside from your 
war record it is reassuring to know that you rose above the handicap of 
having a great father, Robert Scott Lovett of the Union Pacific Railroad. 
Where the average son of a great man is apt to spend his life making a 
cult of failure, you derived from your childhood a sense of the sweep 
and courage and productivity of America. Moreover you didn’t depend 
on your marriage to Adele Brown of the Brown Brothers-Harriman bank- 
ing-house fortune to further your career as a banker; I understand that 
you rose to the top in the financial world on your own, permitting your 
in-laws to hire you only after you had proved your capacity to master the 
intricacies of finance, including international finance. It is also cause for 
satisfaction to remember that you were a patriot beyond the call of duty 
in World War I, quitting college to become a pilot in the U.S. Navy's air 
arm, in which you helped develop the early theory and practice of night 
bombing. Everything you have done has been crowned with success— 
and if you have paid for the expenditure of your highly charged nervous 
energy by developing a troublesome digestive tract, | am sure that your 
black Scot pertinacity is equal to strenuous days in State.

ferent from American or British human nature; you will have to be p: 
chologist as well as technician. When you were in the War Department, 
Russia was an ally, not a stumbling block standing in the way of world 
Sande. AltHiongl tia Russians orice tlented you the ise of abutilé bared at 
an uncomfortable point in the war’s history, you have yet to experience 
the conspiratorial and evangelical aspects of Marxism. Like many men of 
affairs who have been immersed in practical adventures, you have been 
sheltered from the ideological storms of the modern world. I know that 
you are not like some members of the wealthier classes, consumed by a 
bad conscience and therefore a setup for any plausible Communist who 
wants to talk another Park Avenue scion into the glories of fellow-travel- 
ing. But although your conscience is clear you have never tried to work 
with Communists in a trade union; you have never had your character 
assassinated in a Communist-line publication; you have never had an op- 
portunity to watch the Communists and their peripheral stooges from 
close up. Thus you may be gullible, as indeed, your predecessor, Dean 
Acheson, was gullible until events served to educate him to reality. 

You are entering the State Department at a ticklish period of change. 
For three years our foreign policy has been based on fundamental errors. 
Item 1: the deal behind Chiang Kai-shek’s back which gave Sovict Russia 
imperialist rights to the Chinese port of Dairen. Item 2: the attempt to 
force the Chinese Communists, their army included, on Chiang in the name 
of “unity,” an odd notion for a nation that once refused “unity” with 
the government of Jefferson Davis and the armies-of Robert E. Lee. 
Ttem 3: the Potsdam Agreement, which fragmentized the German econo- 
my and kept Europe from solving its productive problems as a unit. Item 
4: the supervengeful Morgenthau Plan, which has kept us from thinking 
constructively about European revival for two horrible years of starv- 
ation that may end with the incubation of a whole host of new Nazis. 
Item 5: the “appease Stalin” mania, which originated in the blithe assur- 
ances of the otherwise estimable Harry Hopkins, who had probably never

cracked a book on Marxism in his life. Item 6: the constant shift- 
ing of our policy in Latin America, with its now forcible, now 
feeble handling of the Argentine. In order to help formulate sound 

es for the future. Robert Lovett, you should meditate deeply 
upon these sins of our past. They have created many a dilemma 
that will not lightly yield to thought and action. 

But if you inherit the results of these fantastically mistaken pol- 
icies of the past. you are also entering the State Department in a 
period of great promise. Your chief, George Catlett Marshall, is a 
man who hates both failure and slipshod work—and though he 
was palpably wrong in trying to force “unity” among Communists 
and Kuomintang in China (it is nature-faking to believe that Com- 
munists will ever “cooperate” in a coalition except to further their 
own ultimately disruptive ends), it can at least be said for Marshall 
that the Chinese policy was not his own. Marshall, as you very well 
know, will back you up at all turns, but with Molotov and Tito and 
Chiang Kai-shek and the Chinese Communists and European re- 
demption all tumbling in and out of his mind he won't have time 
for handling details. You will have to suggest things to George 
Marshall, not vice versa. 

You will also have to suggest things to certain career men in the 
foreign service who have become passive through the years. The 
trouble with our career diplomats is not that they may have a 
fondness for tea and striped trousers. But the tea-and-striped-pants 
accusations symbolize a dissatisfaction with the ideal of the career 
man, which is never to take a chance for fear that it might possibly 
be construed as a mistake. What we need abroad is a number of 
ambassadors who are evangelical about the virtues of democratic 
capitalism, which has made the U.S. both productive and free. Let 
our men speak out for the American essentials which have energized 
people like yourself. You cannot. of course. fire the passive career 
man. But you may be able, over the months. to jockey men around, 
getting the dynamic fellows into key spots on the earth's surface. 

Before the advent of Acheson and Marshall the State Depart- 
ment was hardly an administrative mechanism, In the old days it 
had its own boyars, barons or independent warlords—Sumner 
Welles ruled over American republics, Stanley Hornbeck took the 
Far East for his own, Jimmy Dumn ran Europe. Nobody bothered 
to explain the State Department to Congress until Dean Acheson, 
who had quit a job as Under Secretary of the Treasury in 1933 
when the Roosevelt gold policy gagged him, came back into govern- 
ment service as Assistant Secretary of State in 1941. 

Acheson is a splendid advocate and a splendid organizer. His

brief for the Stock Exchange in the Richard Whitney case is re- 
membered to this day as one of the ablest briefs ever written by a 
canny attorney. As liaison officer for State with Congress, Acheson 
was a great success. A debonair, tall and aristocratic fellow, Dean 
Acheson has a distinct Anglo-American flavor, which he comes 
by honestly as the son of an Englishman who was Episcopal 
bishop of Connecticut. The Anglo-American flavor has never gone 
down with prairie congressmen, but Acheson surmounted his hand- 
icap by organizing his material superlatively well. His briefs for his 
new client had much to do with the success on the Hill of Lend- 
Lease extension, Bretton Woods and UNRRA. 

The real Acheson accomplishment, however, is the “9:30 meet- 
ng Not so long ago each “area desk” in State worked with little 
reference to what the next geographical division was doing, and 
nobody knew what the economics department of State was up to or 
why. The result was a gorgeous confusion of administration—one 
man might be chasing Fascists in Paraguay, another man might be 
coddling them in Spain, another might be annoying Communists in 
Poland, still another might be welcoming them in China or Iran. 
The Secretary or the Under Secretary of State would get the news 
of chaos too late to do anything about it, and there was always the 
worry about what PM or Drew Pearson might say. Acheson brought 
an abrupt end to this state of affairs by bringing certain depart- 
ment heads together at 9:30 three or more times a week. The 9:30 
meeting has been attended by Freeman (‘Doc’) Matthews, head 
of the European office; Loy Henderson, head of the Near East- 
ern and African office; John Carter Vincent, head of the Far East- 
ern office; Will Clayton and Willard Thorp from the economics di- 
vision; Charles Fahy, the department's legal adviser; Charles 
(“Chip”) Bohlen, the Russian expert who attended all the big con- 
ferences at Yalta and elsewhere; Ben Cohen, counselor of the de- 
partment, and various other functionaries. Only Spruille Braden, 
of the division of American republics, remained aloof—no doubt 
a tribute to his unmalleable personality but a headache for his co- 
workers. 

Ever since the introduction of the 9:30 meeting Freeman Mat- 
thews, for instance, has been able to judge just what Loy Hen- 
derson’s policy in Turkey means when it is stacked up against af- 
fairs in Italy or Germany; the various “area” problems have been 
tackled in the light of coordinated thinking. And now that Mar- 
shall has called Norman Armour, a career foreign-service man, 
from retirement to serve as Assistant Secretary of State in coordi- 
nating all the various area offices, Latin America included, it 
should serve to make the job of Under Secretary so much easier. 


“ee 


HERE is a drawback, however, to the Armour appointment, 
and you, Robert Lovett, should be aware of it. In creating a co- 
ordinating Assistant Secretaryship for Armour, the title of Assist- 
ant Secretary of State for American Republic Affairs vanishes with 
the resignation of Spruille Braden. Latin Americans must inevita- 
bly take this as an affront to their dignidad. Moreover the appoint- 
ment of Armour is no consolation to Argentineans, for Armour 
never warmed up to Perén when he served as ambassador in Bue- 
nos Aires. This may cause certain minor difficulties in our program 
of wooing the Argentineans to sincere support of hemispheric unity. 
Incidentally the bad features of Bradenism did not stem from his 
dislike of Perén’s coddling of Fascists in the Argentine; if we had 
broken with Perén there would have been much to justify it. The 
trouble with our Argentine policy was that it was neither fish nor 
fowl; we kept an ambassador in Buenos Aires as a token of friend- 
ship, yet at the same time we needled the Argentineans from Wash- 
Pcie Thus we made the worst of two worlds. Nor did we con- 
{t the wishes of the other Latin-American nations on Argentinean 


icy. 
ee With Braden gone, you, Robert Lovett, should look into those 
who have helped conduct our Latin-American affairs under him. 
For while Braden was undoubtedly anticommunist as well as anti- 
fascist, it is a fact that some shady Left-wing characters were 
among his top advisers for an extended period. The more notori- 
ous aril advisers have departed, but the people who hired them 
and listened to them may still be in a gullible frame of mind. 
Even if you have an Assistant Secretary to keep track of the 
area desks, you, Robert Lovett, should still sit in on the 9:30 meet- 
ings, at least for some time to come. But if you or your assistant 
should miss an occasional meeting you will find that you can brief 
yourselves quickly on the discussions. For another recent State 
Department innovation — that of the “secretariat,” which was 
Marshall’s own idea brought over from the War Department—sees 
to it that conversations, cables and papers are briefed for quick

Now let’s look at the prices of petroleum 
products. From August, 1939, until late in 16 
petroleum prices lagged way behind other com- 
modities. Only when regulations were lifted was 
the oil industry able to make up some of the 
disparity. But even with the latest price rises, 
petroleum products are still 18% lower than they 
‘were in 1926,

perusal by the Secretary if and when he desires to see them. The 
secretariat “controls” all incoming and outgoing messages—which 
means that relevant material, say, from hae eine or Moscow 
doesn’t languish for critical hours or weeks on an area desk. 

You, Robert Lovett, will find both the 9:30 meeting and the sec- 
retariat made to your own efficient hand. But even more important 
than these innovations is the new long-range planning committee 
headed by George Kennan. Much has been written about our 
ad hoc, or Saturday-to-Saturday, diplomacy. At one time we are 
hot for the Morgenthau Plan for pastoralizing the German econ- 
omy; at another time we have come to our senses about the Ruhr, 
whose coal production can hardly be pastoralized without ruining 
French, Dutch and Belgian in-

dell Hull is telling off the Japan- 
ese on the eve of Pearl Harbor, 
he promises unequivocally to 
back the nationalist government 
of Chiang Kai-shek through hell 
and high water.

osophical 

George Frost Kennan is one of the real patriots in the State De- 
partment. His granduncle, George F. Kennan, once wrote a famous 
series of exposures of the c political prisoner camps in Si- 
beria; and the young namesake nephew, after his graduation from 
Princeton in 1925, elected to take up where Uncle George left off. 
Joining the State Department in 1926, the young Kennan was sent 
to Berlin (he already knew German) to immerse himself in Russian 
language and history. Summers he worked for Loy Henderson in 
the Baltic States, and in 1933, when the U.S. at last decided to rec- 
ognize the Soviet Union, he went to Moscow with Ambassador 
William C. Bullitt. 

Unlike Ambassador Joseph Davies, unlike that other Russian 
expert, Chip Bohlen, George Kennan was always suspicious of the 
ultimate objectives of the Soviet state. Perhaps it is significant 
that his career languished when Harry Hopkins was telling Frank- 
lin Roosevelt that Stalin could be wangled into behaving after the 
war. During the dark days of his career Kennan, an introspective, 
sensitive person, developed stomach ulcers. But toward the end of

1945 Averell Harriman, our ambassador in Moscow, began to see 
through Stalin’s game, which was to gain a maximum of U.S. 
material aid without promising a thing for the future. Harriman 
let Kenna offer his estimate of the situation in Moscow—and 
Kennan, in a long dispatch, recalled Washington to the fact that 
Stalin was a Marxist. True, others had said as much in the course 
of the years; William Bullitt tried to tell President Roosevelt that 
Stalin was not the Duke of Norfolk in 1943; Adolf Berle had said 
the same in 1944, These men 
had laid their diplomatic careers 
on the line in the “appease Rus- 
sia” period and had lost out. 
But Kennan, who had lived 
through the “everything for 
Russia with no return commit- 
ments” phase, was listened to in 
early 1946. What he said, in ef- 
fect, was that the Soviet be- 
lieved in the vulnerability of 
world capitalism and would stall 
until such time as it could take 
advantage of world economic 
depression. But he also said in 
essence that Russia, the great, 
fluid state that occupies the plain 
that stretches from Poland to 
the Pacific, would give ground 
if confronted by firmness in the united West. The specifically Marx- 
ist theory is to strike when “inner contradictions” paralyze capi- 
talism; the purely Russian theory, derived from the time when 
the dukes of Muscovy were fighting the Mongols over endless 
jlains, was to retreat in times of weakness to a position that could 
held. 

Since the only power in the world that could possibly menace 
the U.S. at the moment is Russia, the appointment of Kennan to 
head a long-term planning group has symbolic significance. But it 
is a significance tha it is not unfriendly to a Russia that is willing 
to cease the Marxist game of promoting discord and world revolu- 
tion. That is the point which you, Robert Lovett, should clearly 

rasp. 

Othe Kennan staff ia in process of being assembled as you take 
over. For example John Davies, who has been in Moscow, has 
come home to join it. The appointment of Davies to the Ken- 
nan staff may be a good one, but you should be warned that John 
Davies was once General Joseph Stilwell’s political officer—and 
“Vinegar Joe” Stilwell was until his recall the symbolic head of 
the anti-Chiang, pro-Chinese-Communist movement that later did 
its best to unseat Pat Hurley as ambassador in Chungking.

Red-baiter. I am willing to admit that John Carter Vincent, who is 
going out into the field this summer when he relinquishes his job 
as boss of the Far Eastern office of the State Department, is anti- 
Chiang Kai-shek for honest pro-American reasons.

chose to make it appear otherwise. Why? Who put him up to it? 
These questions have never been answered. Acheson also appeared 
on the same platform at Madison Square Garden with the “Red 
Dean” of Canterbury to address a Communist-supported mass 
meeting. 

While Acheson showed great ability to learn from the cables from 
Europe, he never did anything to disturb the people who had once 
used him. You, Robert Lovett, are left with tee people on your 
hands. If they, too, have changed their minds under the impact of 
events, then there is no real case for house-cleaning in the State 
Department. But you should be aware that they once pushed Dean 
Acheson into doing the work of the “appease Stalin” school. If you 
are properly aware of this, you will be in a position to gauge their 
present loyalties and practices and to make recommendations to 
Marshall accordingly. 

With a planning board and a secretariat and the 9:30 conference 
to speed the work and to tune up the thinking of the State Depart- 
ment, the U.S. is at last in a good technical position to cope with 
the outer world. But there are still some things to be done. The 
Kennan planning board might be made more effective if it were to 
be entrusted with making an audit, an inventory, of U.S. resources 
along the lines proposed by Senator Vandenberg on June 13. If we 
know what margin of goods and services we have to play with, we will 
be in a better position to decide just what percentage of the national 
ener} ahold be devoted annually to world rehabilitation. The Ken- 
nan board might also set up a table of priorities in rehabilitation; it 
might well apres that a Tittle food devoted to strengthening the 
muscles of Ruhr coal miners would be worth the expenditure of 
millions of dollars elsewhere. One hopes the Europeans will them- 
selves offer us a plan for rehabilitation on an integrated continental 
basis. But such a plan will have to reckon with the weakest links in 
the economic chain. The Kennan group should know just where the 
weak links are. It should also cut itself free from the incubus of the 
Morgenthau Plan for pastoralizing Germany. This plan, while it is 
now more or less abandoned, still prevents certain key people from 
thinking constructively about riakig the Germans support them- 
selves. 

This letter to you, Robert Lovett, is not written out of any as- 
sumption that you can make policy. That job belongs to George 
Marshall and President ‘Truman—and the American people. But 
even though your position is purely administrative in its functional 
aspects, no man who holds it should be innocent of certain reali- 
ties. The Under Secretary must be the eyes and ears of the policy- 
makers—and it is futile to argue that eyes and ears do not affect 
the decisions of the brain, 

So here's wishing you well. I don’t know how you are going to 
find good men to carry out the work of the department in all 
spheres—first-rate people just don’t want to work for the govern- 
ment when they can make more money elsewhere. Perhaps we need 
some system of scholarships for youths who might wish to be State 
Department career men. That is a good subject for argument in the 
near future. But even though you will have to make shift with some 
Old School Tie people who have lost the faculty for energetic con- 
duct of their work, even though you may have to get along with 
ex-fellow travelers in certain spots, I know that you yourself are as 
capable as they come. May your shadow never grow less—and may 
it iF cast where it will do the most good in bringing the world bacl 
to the ways of peaceful production.
